riety attracted the attention of a gang 
of clever crooks, led by .Adam Worth, 
allas Henry. Raymond, then operating 
In London. Worth had comé to Eumbpe 
from. America for the purpose of loot- 
ing some of the art treasures of the 
British museum, but finding them too 
closely guarded, he turned his attention 
to Agnews. His results were most suc- 
cessful. 

One morning, London was startled by 
the news that the famous painting had 
been. cut bodily from its canvas in Ag- 
news’ gallery, in Bond street. Certain 
building alterations were being conducted 
at the gallery, and the thief—who eyvi- 
dently had studied his plans carefully— 
knew every inch of the ground. In cnt- 
ting the painting from the frame. ho§- 
ever, the knife broke off in the heavy 
canvas, and'a portion of the blade drop- 
ped down behind thé picture, the canvas 
being slightly torn In one place. It was 
through this rent that Agnews was 
afterwards able to identify the painting 
when negotiations were being made for 
ite restoration. 

For more than twenty-five years, the 
exact manner in which the painting had 
been stolen remained a profound mys- 
tery, baffling the police of the civilized 
world. It was then that Adam Worth, 
through the influence of ‘Pat’ Sheedy, 
cameé +n touch with the Pinkertons: and, 
on being given a guarantee of safety tola 
his ‘story. ve 

Remarkable Story. 

Worth's confession revealed one of the 
most remarkable stories’ ever told in 
criminal annals. He had begun life as 
a tramp and sneak thief, and when about 
forty years of age had “rigen”. to the 
leadership of. the greatest crooks in the 
world. In those ipalmy days he was oc- 
cupying a splendid house.in. London, to 
which some of the best sporting men of 
the day resorted. He was known merely 
as a wealthy American: living in England 
to spend ‘his surplus. He had a fine 
steam yacht, which was wont to cruise 
in ,the Mediterranean, and he mingled 
in the richest society, which, from time 
to time, was victimized by his .actom- 
plicés; though Worth himself took little 
part in these maneuvers. 

Worth had become looked upon by his 
confreres as thé braimiest man in the 
business and all the efforts of the po- 
lice forces of England, France and Amer. 
fea failed to connect him with some of 
the most daring robberies known in his- 
tory. He looted some of the largest 
banks in American cities, engineered 
many famous private “hauls” in Eng- 
land, and his accomplices al! Over Eu- 
rope bewildered the police by their gi- 
gantic successes. 

The theft of the Gainsborough painting 
elicited the offer of a reward of $5,000 
by Agnews, gut the crooks demanded 
$20,000, which was refused. In the lin- 
ing of a metal trumk. the canvas was se- 
creted and taken to America, Worth even 
concealing the facg of its being in his 
possession from his mos¢ trusted “pals.’’ 
One of these, who suspected him of hav- 
ing it, arranged, on one occasion, a police 
trap, but the only result was that Worth 
learned of their plans and gave his 
would-be betrayer a thorough thrashing! 
Afterwards, Worth visited Paris and 
South Africa, and for more than twen- 
ty-five years nothing was heard of the 
painting. Various negotiations for its 
restoration failed through fear that the 
giving up of the property would lead to 
the conviction of the thief. Sir George 
Lewis, Agnews’ lawyer, was approached 
on one occasion, but, ag the reward orig- 
inally offered, would not be raised. and 
Agnews would not undertake to guaran- 
tee the safety of the thief, these plans 
fell through. The cost of the painting 
has, practically, amounted to $!119.275— 
taking into consideration twenty-five 
years’ interest at 5 per cent on the orig-

none of whom, however, ever succeeded 
in obtaintgg any information from him, 
though numerous attempts to blackmail 
the painting out of him were attempted. 
Only once during his career of crime did 
he find himself in prison; and this was 
owing to a piece of clumsiness on the 
part of an accomplice. 

Finally, after looting about $3,000,000 
—a conservative estimate—from the public 
in the face of every police and other 
precautions, Worth fell upon evil days, 
and was reduced to poverty. It was at 
this time that he came in contact with 
Sheedy, who mentioned his name to Rob- 
ert A. Pinkerton. Pinkerton knew that 
Worth was the man who had stolen the 
Gainsborough, and, finally, after giving 
the thief guarantees of safety, negotia- 
tions were opened up with Moreland 
Agnew, who made a special trip to Amer- 
ica, and, as a result of the meeting 
with Pinkerton, came back to Europe 
with the picture in his possession. By 
means of the rent in the canavs, de was 
able to fit the Gainsborough intq its orig- 
inal] frame; and the painting again found 
its way before the public. It was finai- 
ly purchased by J. Mierpont Morgan for 
$150,000, and is now at his art galleries, 
i3 Princes Gate, London,

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Tendon, March 17.—American firms | 
over here have been waiting anxiously 
for some government blue books on the 
subject of London traffic, which have 
just been issued. The books come high— 
about $36—but the big American firms 
with English connections have practical- 
ly lined up outside the publishers with 
the money all ready. 

‘"The demand for these costly books— 
the Report of the Royal Commission on 
London Traffic,” said one of the man- 
agers of Messrs. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 
goverament printers, “especially ‘rom 
American firms, has been really sur- 
prising. You see, the books have been 
publisheq in a series; and a firm buying 
No. | has had to have all the rest.” 

The books deal with the entire subject 
of London traffic; and the metropolitan 
transportation. When it is recalled that 
London street car lines, omnibuses, 
motor "buses and railways carry each 
year seven times the population of the 
entire United Kingdom, or, approximately, 
280,000,000 people, the magnitude of this 
traffic can be appreciated. Within the 
Jast five years there has been a growing 
popularity of electrical railways, and 
motor *buses and a number of American 
houses which manufacture these, have 
entered the field of British commerce, 
competing direct with native industrial 
undertakings. In many parts of the 
country large American factories have 
been buiit, and several new ‘“‘yankee”’ 
enterprises are now being established in 
the larger towns, such as Manchester, 
Leeds and Liverpool. 

Most persons are under the impression 
that a large amount of goods for street 
railways are tmported into England; but 
this is far from being the case. Though 
enormous quantities of American material 
is used, little, if any, is imported. This 
is a distinction with an immense dffer- 
ence. 

On thig point, information was obtained 
from an official of the Westinghouse 
Electrical Company—one of the big firms 
who are doing a flourishing business in 
England just now, 

“Dvery pound of our material,”’ said 
Mr. Dunlap, “though seemingly. identical 
with American goods, is manufactured, 
in this country. When we first started 
business over here six years ago, we 
encountered the strongest kind of preju- 
dice against goods brought from Amer- 
ica. Finally, we had to knuckle down 
to realizing that, if we wanted to get 
into the British market, we would have 
to put up factories here; and operate 
just ag if we were an out-and-out British 


firm. We have practically entirely lost 
our identity with the home concern; and 
the same may be said of most American 
firms over here who are doing any vol- 
wme of business. 

“Tt might be said that at present our 
English firm, though turning out Amer- 
ican goods is thoroughly British. All 
our workmen have to conform to British 
trade union regulations; and we are find- 
ing that the more we Britishize our in- 
dustrial plant, the larger orders we get. 
You could not—uniess you came in coh- 
tact with it daily—imagine the immense 
and growing prejudice which exists 
against foreign goods coming into this 
country. While England is practically 
free trade, at the same time as little 
importation is done «as possible; and if 
the country tan compel any industry 
which is bidding for the Emglish mar- 
ket to came here and locate, they do so 
in evéry possible instance. 

“This is one way, of course, of sur- 
mounting the high tariff wall which sur- 
rounds America. Though goods could be 
purchased sufficiently cheap in the United 
States to sell them at a profit here, the 
English ‘buyers will no longer stand 
for it. 


“The fault lies, more or less, with 
many American firms themselves. For 
many years they have regarded England 
as the dumping ground for inferior 
classes of goods; but now the reaction 
seems to have set in, and England is 
demanding a high class of goods—and 
what is more, that they should be made 
in England.’’ 

“What is the principal cause of this 
exclusive way of hooking at things?’’ I 
asked. 

“Mnunicipalization,’”’ was tye prompt 
reply. ‘“‘There is a tendency in this 
country just now to municipalize every- 
thing. Of course, our firm is principally 
interested in the tramways, but there 
are other movements on foot. Well, you 
see, when public bodies—city councils and 
the itike—have to purchase street car 
lines, and equipment, they naturally do 
not favor bids from outsiders, even 
though they may be their cousins—the 
Americans. Every effort is made to do 
all their buying in the home market 
and in the contracts, while it is not 
expressly stipulated that no goods shall 
be purchased abroad, still, foreign firms 
have to conform to a clause covering 
trade union regulations for wages, and 
other requirements. Niaturally, if outside 
firms wish to get orders they have to 
prove that they are really home indus- 
trial plants, built out of British money, 
and run by British workmen. 

“The putting up of large factories by 
American firms instead of being a matter 
pf surprise—as it is to most persons who 
do not know, the facts—thus becomes | 
very simple.”’ 

“Are the goods manufactured 
land any cheaper than those made ip 
America?’ was asked. | 

“Not a bit,” replied Mr. Dunlap. “in| 
fact, in some cases we could really de-; 
liver certain kinds of goods cneaper. 
from the United States than they would 
cost here, but the prejudice is so strong 
that we coulg not attempt to fight it. 
We simply have to give way to British 
antipathy—which, by the way, Is grow: | 
ing—put our factories up on English soil, | 
and conform to all English methtds. 

“Thus we have become ‘quite English, | 
dontcherknow,’”’ said Mr. Dunlap, with |

When we visited the government school 
at Shanghai we noticeq mats upon the 
floor of the otherwise empty assembiy 
hall, and upon inquiry learned that at 7 
the next morning the students would per- 
form the usual Confucian rites. Thes2 
consist of a series of kowtows. At a 
given signal the students kneel on the 
mats and bow three times toward the 
tablet, their heads each time touching 
the floor; they then rise and after a 
Short interval kneel again at a signal 
and bow three times more. This cere- 
mony is again repeated, making nine 
bows in all. Then they knel ang bow 
three times to the professors; after 
saluting the professors each student 
bows once to the student next to him 
and the meeting adjourns. We thought 
it would be interesting to witness this 
service in honor of one who has received 
more formal reverence than other. mor- 
tals, and arising before it was light, we 
made the journey to the college, which 
is distant an hour’s ride from the hotel. 
When we arrived we foung that for 
some reason which we could not ascer- 
tain the ceremony would not be per- 
formed. Whether the postponement was 
due to objection to the «presence of 
foreigners (visitors had been present on 
former occasions) or to some other cause 
was left in mystery. 


Houseboat Life. 


Our morning ride, however, answerea 
one purpose; as the road ran some dis- 
tance by the side of a little stream, it 
enabled us to see something of houseboat 
life. Hundreds of ‘little boats line. the 
stream, and in their diminutive. mat-cov- 
ered cabins were housed thousands of’ na- 
tives, many of whom are born, live and 
die in these unstable homes. As they 
were preparing the morning meal, we 
had a chance to confirm the stories re- 
garding their want of cleaniiness. it 
was not am uncommon thing to see a 
woman washing rice in the muddy water 
and a few feet away another woman 
throwing refuse matter into the stream, 
or a man performing his horning abiu- 
tions.

community. flowever, commerce is ex- 
tending in spite of the ‘“‘spirits’” and the 
Christian religion is gradually making 
headway against superstition. At Pekin 
I attended a morning service at the 
Methodist churc® where: some 600 Chi- 
nese men snd women listéned to a ser- 
mop in their own language, delivered Dy 
an Anmierica missionary. On Thanksgiv- 
ing day we ate @nner at the Presbyte- 
rian mission, and during our travels 
through China met a number of ministers, 
physicians and teachers. They all testi- 
fied to the stimulus given to the spread 
of religion by the fidelity shown by the 
Chinese Christians during the Boxer 
troubles. 

Professor Isaac T. Headland, of the 
Methodist. university at Peking, has pub- 
lished a volume entitled “Chinese 
Heroes,’’ in which he gives a number of 
instances of consecrated devotion on the 
part of the Chinese to the Christian fajth, 
and why should not China be a prom- 
ising missien field? Buddhism has here 
done its perfect work and cannot reason- 
ably ask for a further trial; the philoso- 
phy of the sages has also been shown 
impotent for the .harmonious develop- 
ment of the threefold man. China has 
followed an ideal and followed it with 
a diligence rarely exhibited, but that 
ideal. has been weighed in the balance 
and found wanting. It is often said in 
defense of Confucianism that its founder 
gave to his disciples the Golden Rule, 
stated in its negative form, but too 
little emphasis has been given to the 
difference between the doctrine of Con- 
fucius, ‘Do not unto others as you would 
not have others do unto you,” and the 
doctrine of the Nazarene, ‘‘Whatsoever 
ye would that men should go to you, do 
ye even so to them.” There is a worfiu 
of difference between negative harmless- 
ness and positive helpfulness, and Chrig- 
tianity could well afford to rest its case 
against Confucianism on the comparison 
of these two doctrines. 

Reciprocity as Rule of Life. 

In the Analects of Confucius the phil- 
osopher is asked, “is, there one word 
which may’ serve as a rule of practice 
for all one’s life?”” He was answered, 
“Is not reciprocity such a word?’ Here 
we have the doctrine of selfishness as 
plausibly presented as it will ever be 
again. Life is described as a balancing 
of favors, a nice calculation of good done 
and good received. There is no sugges- 
tion here of a heart. overflowing with 
love, no intimation of a blessedness to be 
foung in giving. 

At another time some one asked Con- 
fucius: “What do you say concerning 
the principle that injury should be rec- 
ompensed with kindness?’ He replied: 
“With what then will you recompense 
kindness? Recompense kindness with 
justice and recompense kindness with 
kindness.’’ In reply to another question, 
he goes so far as to charge that. one 
“who returns good for evil, is a man 
that is careful of his person.’’ How ditf- 
ferent these percepts are from those of 
the sermon on the mount! Christians 
are accused of failure to live up to the 
high ideal presented by Jesus, and the 
accusation is just, and yet. although the

Beneficent Bacteria. 


(From Country Life in America.) 

I had a most successful experience 
with nitrogen-collecting bacteria last 
summer, the results of which have proved 
their usefulness to me for peas and 
beans. We planted one pint of peas 
(Burpee’s Improved Senator), April 26, 
after duly inoculating them with nitro- 
gen-collecting bacteriaa From June 30 
to July 16 we harvested twelve and one- 
half pecks of en pods. No trellis wag 
The plants were stronger, they 


blossomed two weeks earlier, they with- 


| 


stood the dry weather better and then 
matured more peas than plants not inoc- 
niated. In beans, the chief advantage 
of inoculation was earliness—a difference 
of about ten days. When beans were 
ready to pick on the inoculated row 
they were just beginning to set on the 
other. On rich soil, the uninoculated : 
later matured almost as large a 
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crop.

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ALGARY, Alberta, March 13.— 
(Special Correspondence.)—By all 
odds the biggest irrigation projec: 

on the North American continent is now 
under way in this province of Alberta. 
In 1902 ajl the frrigated lands of the 
United States did not amount to 10,000,- 
000 acres. By this scheme Canada wil! 
redeem a million and a half acres of 
semi-desert, and that by private parties 
without government aid. The work has 
been undertaken by the Canadian Paci- 
fic railroad, which has exchanged a part 
of its jand grant fgr 3,000,000 acres ly- 
ing between here and Medicine Hat. Of 
this, 1,500,000 acres will be put under 
water and the balance will be sold to 
the irrigated land owners for pasture and 
mixed farming. ‘This tract of irrigated 
lands is almos-¢ as great as all the irri- 
gated iands of Colorado or California. 
Tt is more than twice that of Utah, Ida- 
ho or Wyoming and many times that of 
any other western state. 

This work is now going on. One hun- 
@red and ten thousand acres aré now 
ready for the turning on of the water, 
and double that amount will be added 
this year. The project will be handied 
in blocks of 1,000,000 acres each, and 
't will be continued yntil the whole tract 
fs redeemed and settled. Altogether, it 
means supplying homes to something like 
$0,000 families, and with the towns and 
other industries which will be built up 
along the line !t ultimately means the 
addition of about 300,000 people to Cana- 
da’s population. ‘ 

In the Great American Desert. 

The lands to be redeemed are a part 
of what was once known as the Great 
American Defert: This runs northward 
through the western part of the United 
States and on into Canada. There is 
here than in our tributary 
country, but there are dry seasons, which 
make the lands unfit for ordinary farm- 
ing, although winter wheat is now being 
raised on_ much of it. For the past fif- 
teen years the Canadian government has 
had engineers at work taking the levels, 
measuring the streams and locating re- 
servoirs. From sugh surveys it has been 
found that there are 70,000,000 acres of 
semi-arid lands which need irrigation oc- 
eusionally if they are to be used for 
farming. The government engineers es- 
timate that 9,000,000 acres can easily De 
and that they will have an 
unfailing supply of water from the Sas- 
katchewan and its tributaries if the 
proper works are made. 

The land of the Canadian Pacific 
scheme lies in a@ se’id block on both sides 
of the railroad between Calgary and 
Medicine Hat. It is flat or slightly roll- 
ing prairie, and is now used for grazing. 
The strip is 130 miles long, running back 
for some miles on each side of the track. 
The water is to come from the Bow riv- 
er, a beautiful mountain stream. It will 
be ¢ed by other rivers, which flow north- 
ward from the United States through the 
Belly and Bow into the Saskatchewan 
and thence on to Hudson's bay. 

A Big Irrigation Ditch. 

The Bow river flows by Calgary. 
drove out today to look at ditches, 
ready excavated, and to examine the 
frrigation project as far as it is com- 
pleted. Taking carriages, we drove for 
miles over the prairie, riding at times 
along the embankments of the main 
eanal, which is 60 feet wide at the bot-

Introduced by the Mormons. 

The practical possibility of an irrigated 
Canada was suggested by the Mormons. 
There are about 10,000 of them now liv- 
ing on irrigated lands near Lethbridge, 
between here and the United States 
boundary. They have. established towns. 
have built up a beet-sugar factory with 
a capital of a million dollars, have one 
flour mill, which is now turning out a 
carload of flour daily, and they are, al- 
together, one of the most thriving peu- 
ple of the new Canada. 

These Mormons produced more than a 
million bushels of wheat last year. and 
they are now shipping flour direct to 
Japan and China. They come from the 
irrigated states of Utah and Idaho. They 
farm on tracts of about eighty acroas 
and I am told that they raise two 
or three times as much on such. farms 
@8 tan be raised in the non-irrigated sec- 
tions.

As 
it is, the irrigation works are only five 
years gid, and they have the town of 
Raymond, which has a population of 
2,000, situated in the heart of them and 
smaller settlernaments along the line of 
the railroad. 

I talked with Peter L. Naismith, the 
manager of the company, and C. A. Ma- 
¢grath, the land commissioner, about its 
eharacter and possibilities. They tell me 
the lands are excellent: Mr. magrath, 
while not a Mormon himself, has repre- 
sented these people in the territorial leg- 
islature, and has known them from the 
thev came to Canada. He says 


they make excellent citizens and are

No Polygamy in Canada. 

“The Canadian Mormons ‘are monoga- 
mists. We have some citizens who were 
polygamists fn Utah. but they brought 
but one family each to this country. 
Shortly after their arrival they sent dele- 
gates to Ottawa to ask if they could 
bring thelr plural wives provided no fur- 
ther plural marriages were made. 8ir 
John Macdonald, who was then premier, 
replied in the negative, saying that, while 
he was glad to have the Mormons come 
to Canada, they could not live there 
unless they obeyed the laws As a re- 
sult, the extra wives remained where 
they were.’ 

“rt do not believe there is any poly- 
gamy in Canada,”* continued Mr, Ma- 
grath. “The mounted police keep a 
close tab on the Mormons, and if there 
were plural marriages we should surely 
know. Now and then some person in 
eastern Canada denounces the existence 
of Mormonism in Utah and alleges that 
polygamy exists. It may be so in the 
United States, but it is not so here. As 
for me, I can get a certificate from my 
church that I am a staunch Episcopal- 
ian, but T find the Mormons good enough 
for me to live among. They are inter- 
ested in politics, although they have no 
union of church and state. They are 
thrifty and altogether they are excelent 
citizens.” 

A Mormon Sugar Mill. 

I visited the Mormon sugar mill. It is 
situated just outside Raymond in. the 
midst of beet fields, covering hundreds of 
acres. It is now making 100,000 pounds 
of sugar daily, and is paying dividends of 
8 per cent. The company has altogether 
about 200,000 acres, upon some of which 
beets are raised, Other parts are de- 
voted to cattle ranches, and 15,000 head 
of stock are now feeding upon them. The 
factory has the best of modern machin- 
ery. The beetw are carried by water 
from the shed where they are unloaded, 
being washed on the way. They are next 
lifted to the top of the factory in buck- 
ets running on an endless chain, and fall 
from there into cutters filled with knives. 
which slice them up so that they look 


like little pieces of celery. 

The sliced beets are now dropped into! 
round tanks, where they are so treated | 
by fusion that all the juice in them con-|} 
taining the sugar comes out. This is 
carried into great boilers, consisting of 
miles of pipe, running backward and 
forward one over the other. surrounded 
by steam. The juice passes through pipe 
after pipe and boiler after koiler ntil 
it has traveled back and forth something 
like ten miles. All this time it is bathed 
in steam. It becomes thicker and thick- 
er as it goes on, and at the end of its 
journey it is a sirup, which, after being 
purified, is known as mulatto or sugar 
molasses. 

The sugar molsasses is reduced to sugar 
in great basins, which are whirled around 
at a thousand revolutions to the minute, 
The basins have walls of fine brass 
screens, against which the sugar molasses 
is thrown. The dark particles of the 
liquid pass through the screen, leaving 
the white sugar crystals behind. As the 
whirling goes on the liquid, brown at first 
grows lighter and lighter, and sdon turns 
from a choclate >to the whitest of snow. 
The walis of brass, coated with it, look 
like the whitest of porcelain china; but 
if you touch them with your hand it 
comes back coated with sugar as fine as 
any on an American breakfast table. 
When the machine stops all that is nec- 
essary is to take out these white grains, 
run them through a drier, and put them 
in bags ready for sale. The factory pro- 
duces enough sugar every years to give 
one pound to every man, woman and 
child in Canada and leave much to spare, 


Shdil Canada Use Our Water. 

In connection with these irrigated lands 
of southern Alberta a rather serious in- 
ternational question has ariser. The St. 
Mary’s river. which eupplies the water 
for the territory settled by the Mosr- 
wons and others, rises in St. Mary’s 
lakes, which are situated in northwestern 
Montana, about 12 miles from the inter- 
national boundary. These lakes are 20 
miles long and | mile wide. They lie 
high up in the i.ocky mountaigs, and are 
fed by the heavy snowfalis and glaciers. 
They give St. Mary’s river plenty of 
water, furnishing an abundant supply for 
the 130 miles of canals which the Cana- 
dians have built and have under way, 
and by which they expect to reclaim 
something like 630,000 acres. As it is 
now, the water: flowg through the St. 
Mary’s into the Saskatchewan and goes 
off into Hudson’s bay. 

Within a short distance of St. -Mary’s 
lakes and not more than twenty-seven 


miles from St, Mary’s river, flows the 
north fork of the Milk river, which runs 
northward into Canada, and then, turn- 
ing south, flows for hundreds of miles | 
through the United States into the Mis- | 
souri and on into the gulf of Mexico. By | 
making a canal inside our boundary | 
from the St. Mary’s to the north fork | 
of the Milk river the waters of these 
lakes could be thrown into the Milk 
river and be finally used to irrigate 
lands in northern and eastern Montana, 
and especially the lands which lie above 
the Fort Belknap Indian reservation. 


Would Redeem American Deserts. 

Such a canal would give enough water 
to redeem thousands of acres of good 
American soil. and the citizens of Mon- 
tana claim that it ought to be so used. 
They say that the waters fell in the 
mountains of the United States and they 
ought to water the United States. The 
Canadians naturally object. They say 
‘hat the water having fallen in our 
country is No ‘reason that we should 
keep it; for it may have evaporated 
from Canada, and that they have a com- 
mon tight to it sinceit has been flowing 
through its present course for thousands 
of yeass. J understand that the two 
governmepts are now in consultation re- 
garding the-tag of these lakes, and that 
an amicable ——— may be ex- 
pected. 

There is no questiolt but that Unete 
Sam wants his share of the St. Mary's 
lakes. In the reclamation projects, ap- 
proved by the secretary of the, interior, 
as per the bulletin published last Sep- 
tember, one million dollars has been set 
aside for reclaiming two hundred \thou- 
acres along the Milk river, and ‘there 
are several schemes outlined by | our 
geological survey, all of which include 
the ase of these lakes. One is to mpke 
a S0-foot dam one-half mile long at the 
lekes, and then cut a canal from the

Brelin, March 17.—Today 
cluded at Munich one of 
tricate murder trials with which the Ger- 
man police have ever had to deal. 

A certain retired Hamburg tradesman 
named Cramm two years ago went to 
Munich, and resided with a married.cou- 
Shellhaus. In the spring of 
1904 Cramm suddenly disappeared. At 
first no particular notice wag taken of 
this, as it was thought that had 
returned to Hamburg. Later, however, 
an anonymous letter was received by the 
police to the effect that Cramm’s land- 
lord and his wife had murdered him in 
order to obtain money which they knew 
was in his possession. 

The police then kept a watch on the 
couple, with the result that they found 
in the house $10,000 in paper money, be- 
sides many valuable articles which the 
couple could not possibly have purchased 
for themselves out of the small pension 
which Shellhaus received the gov- 
ernment as a retired civil servant 

Further inquiries revealed the fact that 
Shellhaus had bought large quantities of 
cyanide, which were afterwards found in 
the house. The police came to the con- 
clusion that Cramm had been killed by the 
couple and that the body was afterwards 
cut up and burnt in small sections, sev- 
eral portions being taken by Shelihaus 
a considerable distance before being dis- 
posed of. With this end in view before 
murdering Cramm they had induced him 
to purchase a motor car.

T hag happened several times within 
the past few years that lightning has 
struck breweries, saloons and build- 

ings thousing businesses which are re- 
garded as being more or less immoral and 
in opposition to the spiritual welfare oT 
the people. And it has also happened 
several times that the stroke of light- 
ning has been followed by thunder of ven- 
geance from some pulpits, calling atten- 
tion to the wrath of an Almighty God. 

In view of which, the flash that hit 
the steeple of the Second Baptist church 
last Wednesday and which doubtiess 
would have resulted in. the destruction 
of the building by fire but for the valiant 
work of the Atlanta fire department, has 
caused considerable discussion in this clty 
as to the theology of lightning. 

The question has been argued and de- 
fended in its various phases, usually tak- 
ing the form of the query: “Is destruc. 
tive lightning volitional expression of an 
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Almighty Goa or is it merely chance re- 
sulting in the eternal working of natu-| 


ral law?’’

SACRIFICED TO PROGRESS 


AYCROSS, GA., March

| old Parker house, which was lo- 


cated on the site of the new Atlantic 
Coast Line shops, destroyed the oldest 
landmark in Waycross. About forty- 
eight years ago this house was erected 
by a Mr. Grant, and later sold to Aron 
Reppard, who was running a saw mill, 
which was located where Wilgon block 
in old Waycross now stands. : 

Aron Rippard was the father of R. 

B. Reppard, of Savannah, and occupied 
the place until 1863. During that year 
he moved toa another locality, and the 
old home was sold to Captain W. F. 
Parker, who raoved his family to the 
place. At that time Captain Parker had 
five children, the oldest of whom, O. D., 
Parker, now of Austin, Texas, was six 
years old. 
' In. those days there were only four 
dwellings in that neighborhood, and 
where the city of Waycross now stands 
there was nothing but a pine forest, and 
hundreds of acres of swamp land. 

The little collection of houses was then 
known as Tebeauville, the name being 
given in honor of Rev. Louis Tebeau, 
who was then one of the four rest- 
dents. The other two heads of familles 
besides Captain Parker, were J. Ww. 
Remshart and a Mr. Grovenstelin. Mr. 
Remshart, father of Mrs, J, H, Red- 
ding, formerly Miss Izzie Remskart, kept 
a store and “eating house’ in what Is 
now known as “Old Nine.” 

Miss Maggie Parker, who is now Mrs. 
lL. G. Jenkins, of this city, and Miss 
Lucy Parker, who married E. McCall, 
now of Mulberry, Fla., were among the 
few young ladies, who resided in 
the neighborhood of Tebeauville in the 
70’s and 80's. 

The Parker boys were O. D. Parker, 
now in Austin, Texas; G. F. Parker, of 


Kissimee, Fla., and 8. D. Parker, § of 
Waycross. 

For twenty years Captain Parker and 
his family resided in the old home, and 
eighteen yeams ago, when the name of 
Tebeauville hau been changed to War- 
eross, then a good sized town, the fam- 
ily moved in near the center of the 
town on what is now known as Eliza- 
beth street.

Jerome K. Jerome's attack on Americar 
humor has brought out some interesting 
expressions of opinion. Brander 


The New York Herald, declares that 
American humor {is not only as keen as 
it ever was, but that Mark Twain, 
George Ade and Peter Dunne are the 
best humorists we ever had. It was 
customary twenty-five years ago for peo- 
ple to compare Mark Twain with John 
Phenix and Josh Billings, and it is only 
of recent years, says Professor Matthews, 
that he has come +o be recognized not as 
a funny man, but as a rea] humorist, 
fit to be ranked with Rabelais, Cer- 
vantes, Swift and Moliere—men who have 
left a message for posterity. 

“People have also discovered that he 
is a great moralist,” he continues, ‘‘and 
that his fun is Invariably clean and 
‘wholesome, having its roots in the eter- 
nal verities: that his pictures of life are 
essentially veracious, and being 
ful they are negessarily moral. 

“Tl remember the only ‘occasion when I 


had the good fortune to meet Robert 
Louis Stevenson. It was on a rainy day 


in a smoke-cloudeg@ London club, and we | 


had a conversation there for two hours. 
Most of that time was spent in talking 
about Mark Twain, and discussing how 
great a book was ‘Huckleberry Finn, 
Stevenson said it was greater than any 
that had appeared for the ten years prior 
to its publication. 

“Kipling, when I spoke to him about 
Mark Twain, was just as enthusiastic in 
his praise as Robert Louis Stevenson. In 
Kipling’s ‘Travels in America,’ he records 
with what veneration he looked up to 
Mark Twain. That is what every one 
feels about Mark. It is a feeling that we 
have had slowly growing up before us 
without our suspecting it, until we saw 
him become one of the great figures of 
literature. We havé laughed with him, 
we liked him, we felt that he was the 
American personification of the Ameri- 
can joke.

gia to a sentiment of an exceedingly 
inflammatory, {f not incendiary, nature, 
that is advocated by one of our candi- 
dates for governor before the people of 
Georgia. 

I refer to the discussion of the ne- 
gro disfranchisement question by the 
Hon. Hoke Smith before the people of 
Washington county, Tuesday, the 8th 
instant. 

Everybody Discussing Statement. 

I éid not hear Mr. Smith on this 
occasion, but it is commonly reported 
by those who are favorable and those 
who are unfavorable to Mr. Smith's 
candidacy, who did hear him, that in 
a discussion of this question, he made 
use of the following language, or words 
to this effect: 

‘Whenever and wherever a negro qual- 
ifies as a voter by reason of his educa- 
tional advancement, it would be an easy 
matter to handle him as they do in 
Mississippi. Ask him what is the mean- 
ing of ex post facto law, or some other 
question, couched in such language as 
you know he can not answer. And when 
a poor, ignorant white man, who, by rea- 
son of poverty and conditions otherwise 
unfavorable to his opportunities seeks to 
qualify as a voter, ask him some sim 
ple question, such as: Can @ man be 
imprisoned for debt? And should it ever 
become necessary, we can handle them 
a's they did ino W ilmington.”’ 

Here Mr. Smith recited how a crime 
had been committed, and a negro police- 
man failed to perform his duty, and how 
a leader had organized a mob, asd by 
force and arms disarmed the negro pa 
lice force: numbers of them being killed, 
the woods being black with their hang- 
ing carcasses. 

Conflict with Oath He Would Take. 

Think of the spectacie here presented: 
Here is a man standing before the peo- 
ple of Georgia asking their suffrage for 
the highest position within the gift of 
her people, who, if elected, will have to 
take a solemn oath that he will uphoid 
and support the constitution of the state 
and United States, openly and above 
board proposing a scheme of lawlessness 
an riot, and pointing her citizens to tne 
paths of perjury. 

Such a spectacle stands withgut parallel 
in the history of all ages and all nations 
so far as I know, and is deserviog of the 
severest condemnation of every lover of 
liberty and law-abiding citizen in every 
eorner of the earth. 

Such a sentiment is poison of the rankK- 
est kind to the body politic, and unless | 
stamped out in its infancy means certain | 
death to law and order, and as certgin 
birth to anarchy and riot. 

Upon the majesty of the law rests the 
surety of our lives and our property, and 
he who would override it is an enemy to 
the peace and dignity of any country.

New York. March !7.—The slight sag; 
in prices today was largely attributable 
to inanimation, the market having sunk 
into a atate of practical stagnation. The 
bank statement. however, was n& con- 
sidered to promise any large improve.- 
ment in the condition of the money 
market. The cash item showed a gain 
ef something over a million dollars, 
Which way better than expected, but 
ans at the same time increased $5,- 
852,500. The resulting growth in the 
deposit item and the expansion of the 
reserve requirement resulted in a 
Shrinkage in the surplus of $598,575. 
The change in the joan item may have 
been influenced by the ehifting of ac- 
counts incident to the large dividend 
bayments on Wednesday, but the pay- 
ment of maturing obligations to foreign 
borrowers, which wags reflected in the 
weeks; demand for foreign exchange, is 
Supposed also to have been transferred 
to some extent to the local banks. It is 
pointed out that with the payment next 
week of the final installment on the last 
Japanese loan, there will be on deposit 
to the credit of that government in Lon- 
don, Parfis, Berlin and New York some- 
thing Ike $250,000,000. The  with- 
drawal of these deposits, which have 
been in progress within the last few 
weeks and which ig expected to continue, 
is thus seen to have a very wide field 
for the extension, with corresponding 
positive effect on the money markets, 
where these funds are piaced at pres- 
ent. Bank clearings for the week 
throughout the country show a decrease 
as compared with the corresponding 
week of last year. This is the first de- 
crease reported in a long period, and is 
due entirely to the showing of New York 
and other large reserve cities. The 
day’s dull stock market was as barren 
of feature as the day’s news wag of in- 
cident having any important financial 
bearing.

New York, March !7.—The New York 
Financier says this week: 

“Last week's statement of the New 
York banks was on the whole tavorabie, 
ihe changes in the piincipal items being 
Buch as were generaily expected from 
thie preliminary estimates. it is note- 
WOriuy that the surpius reserve contin- 
ucs to Indicate comparatively small 
whanges, and for each of the nve weeks 
Bince kebruary 10, such Changes Nave 
been, with one exception, less than $l,- 
Gv0,000 each week. There Was a net 
‘gai of $1,135,600 in cash last week, 
specie increasing $1,783,700 and legal 
tenders decreasing $648,100. Deposits in- 
creased $6,.836,70U, which amount was al- 
most equal to the sum of the expansion 
in lvans and the gain in cash, so that 
ime statement made a remarkable good 
proot. The required reserve Was in- 
créased $1,734,175, deducting from which 
the above noted increase in cash, iefrt 
$598.575 as the decrease in surplus re- 
serve to $5,865,125. Computed on the 
basis of $11,868,500 public fundas—which, 
it may be stated, show an increase 
ef $3,312,600 since March 3, ag the re- 
sult of new deposits by the secretary 
that were allotted to banks in this city— 
the surpius is $8,832,250.

The Week in London. 


London, March !7.—The volume of bus- 
iness shrank somewhat on the stock ex- 
change, dwindled gradually and prices 
showed a loss for the week. he disap- 
pointment was keen early in the week 
owing to the prolongation of the confer- 
ence at Algeciras, which tended to keep 
investors from the market and ohecked 
speculative activity, besides preventing 
the hoped for release of French funds.

The ox team with the old familiar 
wagon, the sturdy old-time farmer in his 
home spun suit, the provincial log cabins. 
inhabited by a motley set of long-haired 
urchins. watched over by a lazy, prowl- 
ing horde of hungry hounds—have all dis- 
appeared, being replaced by turnouts of 
the finest makeup, new well-built homes, 
well heated, well lighted and occupied by 
men, women and children, well fed and 
well clothed.

Abundant evidence of this progress is 
everywhere to be found authoritatively 
in the county records: from which I 
gleaned the fact that in 1883 the entire 
tax receipts of the county amounted to 
less than $6,000. In 1905 they were ten 
and one-half times as much, $63,000, a gain 
in twenty-three years of $57,000. The 
tax receipts at present exceed the entire 
capital invested in merchandise in the 
county twenty years ago; whicp today 
approximates $500,000. 

This phenomenal increase in 
turns has resulted from large increases 
in populations, attracted to the terri- 
tory to work wp the timber and turpen- 
tine properties and develop the farms:

Growing Social Movement in Atlan- 
ta in Charities. 
(Charles Frederick Weller in Charities.) 

Atlanta and its associated charities are 
both destined, in my judgment, to de- 
velop rapidly. This Georgia city has fre- 
quently been called the “Chicago of the 
South,’’ but I never realized before the 
sterling ambition, optimism and energy 
which makes Atlanta feel that to be com- 
pared even with the Garden City of the 
great northwest is hardly adequate to 
Suggest the ideals and possibilities of the 
southern metropolis. This Atlanta spirit 
is not a matter merely of horn blowing 
and commercial advertising. There is 
genuine strength here and a progressive, 
modern spirit which it is good to see. 
The Associated Charities exemplifies it. 
Here ig an organization only six months 
old, but it already manifests such vigor 
and expresses such clear, high ideals as 
make one feel instinctively that there is 
a bright future ahead. 

To begin with, a new general secre- 
tary has been discovered on the ground, 
a young lawyer, graduated at Columbia 
law school in New York, and drilled in 
“case work’’ by five vears’ practice at 
the Atlanta bar. I believe he will be 
recognized, as a distinct addition to pro- 
fessional philanthropy. He was discov- 
ered and enlisted by a second young 
lawyer, @2 man about thirty-five years 
of age, who, together with anothtr al- 
rector of the Associated Charities, is said 
to have driven’ the largest class of 
| usurious money sharks out of Georgta. 
The temper of this volunteer worker is 
shown by the fact that he induced every 
director of the society to become respon- 
sible for the eflistment of twenty nrem- 
bers subscribing each $5 a year. He 
himself brought in forty or fifty mem- 
berships, and a few contributions within 
about six weeks. ‘And it didn’t take 
any time at all,” he said, “I just talked 
to people on the street cars and in the 
afternoon at the court.”

talk about the danger of negro domina- 
ina to be a delusion and a humbug, and 
‘yet he and his candidate, Mr. Smith, 
are now using it in furtherance of their 
scheme by which they hope to bring 
about a division of the white people of 
Georgia. He presented a strong and ef- 
fective angument againet the disfran- 
chisement proposition as urged by Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Watson, and showed that 
the proposed educational qualification for 
the ballot would have the effect of piac- 
ing many Georgia counties in control of 
the negroes, because in them educated 
negroes are in excess of educated whites, 
as shown by the state school conmnis- 
sioner's report. Under the present syé&- 
tem these negroes are now as effectively 
disfranchised as if the right of the baliot 
had never been conferred upon them by 
the federal constitution. 


Is Opposed to Fraud. 

Mr. Howell showed that an educational 
qualification, if honestly administered, 
would disfranchise 36,000 white men in 

a. 

“The advocates of thig disfranchise- 
ment proposition know this to be a 
fact,’ Mr. Howel) said. “It is their 
stumbling block. When Mr. Smith was 
asked how he proposed to get around 
this educational test so as not to exclude 
these white men from the polis and at 
the same time shut the negro out, he 
replied, ‘Oh, we are going to have a 
board of registrars, and when an educa- 
ted negro comes up to register we will 
esk him a question containing a Latin 
quotiation that he can’t answer and we'll 
turn him down; while we'll ask the un- 
educated white man a simple question 
that anybody oan answer.’ And that’s 
the fraud by which he would let the 
iiiterate white man vote and shut out 
the educated negro, who, under our pres- 
ent system, cannot now vote at ail. 
(Laughter.) 


An Advocate of Fraud. 


"Fellow citizens, what do you think 
of a man who is going all over this statc 
as a candidate for governor advocating 
the administration of a law by hypocrisy: 
and fraud? What do you think of a 
man who asks your suffrages for this 
high office, and says, in effect, he will 
ingtruct men who take an oath to fol- 
low the law to perjure themselves? Think 
of it, fellow citizens! Would you take 
your children on your knee and teach 
them the Bible and the fundamental 
truths of Christianitw and in the next 
breath tell them the law must be ad- 
ministered by fraud and perjury and de- 
ceit? Such a course could lead only to 
a contempt for the law, which would 
soon endanger Hfe ang property througa- 
out the state. J would rather lose the 
right to cast a ballot, the right to hold 
office itse!f, than to seek it by any such 
indirection and hypocrisy ag that.’’ (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Howell quoted from the current 
issue of Tom Watson’s magazine, [n 
which Mr. Watson in reply to a corre- 
spondent, had declared it made no differ- 
ence whatever to the people of Georgia 
whether they had six or eleven repre- 
sentatives in congress. He felt sure the 
people of Georgia would not feel about 
it as Mr. Watson did. Mr. Watson, in 
the same article, had clearly advocated 
an educational qualfication for the bal- 
lot, pure and simple, showing his object 
to be a division of the white people and 
not the removal of the fictitious danger 
of negro domination, which he, himeelf, 
has declared to be a humbug. ; 

His Record Unchallenged. 

Dealing with the rafiroad question, Mr. 
Howell’s statement of his work in behalf 
of the Glenn county tax bill and the 
franchise tex bill, won applause from his 
audience. 

“I challenge Mr. Smith or any man,”’ 
he said, “‘to put his hand on one single 
Inetance in my entire record where } 
ever sacrificed the interests of the people 


for any corporation on the face of the 
earth.”” (Applause.) 

Mr. Howell spoke of the sale of the 
Middle Georgia and Atlantic railroad, 
from Eatonton to Covington, to the Cen- 
tral of Georgia. 

When this_sale was attacked in the 
courts in the effort to retain competition 
for the people of Eatonton, Mr. Smith 
gwppeared in court as the Southern rail- 
road’s lawyer to defend the sale. The 
first effect of this litigation was to break 
the established connection at Covington, 
and route business from Eatonton, at 
double the distance, via the Central main 
jine. As a@ consequence the people of Ea- 
tonton, Instead of having a direct route 
and connection to Atlanta by Covington, 
ge distance of 83 miles, were obliged tu. 
gO, by Macon, traveling 160 miles, and 
had to pay the difference in the fare—or 
lay over in Covington for oonnection— 
doubling the time to Atlanta. 

Mr. Howell discussed the other ques- 
tions of the campaign, dealing also with 
Mr. Smith's record, including the various 
services he has rendered the railroads 
whenever called upon, and the intimate 
connections existing for years between 
Mr. Smith and the railroads. ‘“‘And yet,’ 
sald Mr. Howell, “‘this is the man who 
unblushingly looks a Georgia audience in 
the face and says that I am a railroad 
man, when he knows that I have not, 
and never had a cent's interest, in any 
railroad on earth.” (Applause.) 

The story of Smith's appointment to

The resolution will be presented by Al- 
derman James L. Key. 

It is caused by the claim of the gas 
company that it is operating under per- 
petual franchises, a claim which Tt: has 
made for many years. 


The present charter of the gas company 
will expire during May, 1906, but the city 
cannot prevent the company from secur- 
Ing a renewal if it complies with the law 
regulating applications for renewals. 

The gas franchises, however, have beén 
considerably discussed’ by city officials 
for many years. At one time there was 
a suit brought by the city to require the 
company to pay taxes to the municipal 
government. At that time a consent de- 
cree was taken and consequently the gas 
company up to the présent time has been 
paying taxes under contract. 

Alderman Key now proposes to have the 
city Attorney thoroughly investigate the 
conditions that surround the franchises 
of the gas company. If it be found that! 
the city can enforce the payment of a 
franchise tax or can regulate any fea- 
ture of the franchises, the work wii! 
prob@hly be undertaken by council,

Decision hy the Supreme Court

A verdict has been rendered in favor 
of the plaintiff in the libel suit brought 
against the Ladies’ Home Journal (pub- 
lished by the Curtis Publishing Co.) by 
the World’s Dispensary Medical Asgso- 
ciation, of which Dr. V. Pierce is 
President. The suit was brought Dy 
Doctor Pierce against the Curtis Pub- 
lishing Co., for making false statements 
about one of his standard family med- 
icines known as Dr. Pilerce’s Favorite 
Prescription.

Pierce’s Favorite Prescription contained 
alcohol and some other harmful ingredi- 
ents, and Dr. Pierce had in the action 
alleged that the defendant maliciously 
published this article containing such 
false and defamatory matter. Dr. Pierce 


was contained in his ‘‘Favorite Prescrip- 
tion,’’ that said medicine was a vegetable 
preparation and contained no deleterious 
ingredients whatever; that Mr. Bok’s 
statement, pretending to give some of the 
ingredients of said medicine, was wholly 
and absolutely false. During the trial, 
the Vice President of the World’s Dis- 
pensary Medica] Association stated, that 
the ingredients of Dr. Pierce’s Favorite 
Prescription were extracted from the fol- 
lowing native roots: Golden Seal, Blue 
Cohosh, Lady Slipper. Black Cohosh and 
Unicorn, by means of pure glycerine. He 
was asked how he knew. as a physician 
and experienced medical man, that the 
‘‘Favorite Prescription’’ was a cure for 
the diseases peculiar to women, such as 
amenorrhea, dysmenorrhea, ante-version, 
retro-version, and he stated that he knew 
such was the fact because of hig pro- 


sands of women whose ilig had been cured 
by this ‘“‘Prescription."" The Vice Pres- 
ident, being asked to give his authorities, 
read from the standard works, such, as 
the United States Dispensatory, the Amer- 
ican Dispensatory and many other stand- 
ard medical books. 

The retraction printed by the Curtis 
Publishing Company two months after 
the libelous statement appeared and 
nearly two months after the suit had 
been begun, stated definitely that analy- 
ses had been made at their request and 
that the “Favorite Prescription” did not 
contain elther alcohol, opium of digitalis.

BY COLD SPELL 


Peaches Seem To Have Escaped 
Serious Damage 


Fruit Men from All Sections of State 
Report That the Cold Was Not 
Sufficient To Cause any 
Great Loss to the 
Growers. 


Barnesvilie. Ga,, March 1!7,.—(Special.)— 
The peach crop has so far escaped any 
injury from the cold, and the fruit grow- 
ers of this section are delighted with 
the prospects for a fine yield this year. 
The high winds that have prevailed dur- 
ing the past few days have been of great 
benefit to the trees, which are now in 
full bloom, by drying them out, keeping 
off frosts, which probably would have 
fallen, especially Friday night. V. O. 
Marshburn, of this city, stated Saturday 
that his orchards. 650 acres, had escaped 
injury, and that the outlook was the 
brightest in years. J. B. Fleming, of 
Johnstonville, a leading grower of his 
section, stated that the orchards around 
Johnstonville and Gogganeville had not 
been blighted by the cold, and their yield 
would be unusually large and fine. The 
gathering of a big crop of peaches means 
a great deal to this section, not Only to 
the growers, but to all classes, as thou- 
sands of dollars are turned in packing 
and shipping the fruit.
